dermine that for which the former brings it in, and the latter as equally 
maintains ; and thereby to introduce that , againſt which both of them 
mainly and jointly ſet themſelves. Take an inſtance in general, and that 
both as to the perſons and. matter in hand before us — Dr. Criſp afſerts [as 
the main drift and ſcope of all his Writings ( eſpecially when he is upon 
this very Theſis) do manifeſt.

he a publick Perſon ;, for a Surety and Dayes-man are two diſtin Offices,

that it is not when they believe, nor by, much leſs for believing, that God 
cannot charge an Elett Perſon with fin ( as thart it is not for, or becauſe 
of calling, that Chriſt is the power and wiſdom of God, but by being called 
we come to diſcern the ſame : } for this would cicher exclude a free Agen- 
cy.and conſequently an Immurability in him: as alſo a ſufficiency in the Sa- 
crifice of Chriſt, or it muſt include, that God's charging, or nor charging 
of a Perſon with fin, in a vindicative ſenſe, depends really on Faith; for 
When an ele veſſcl is brovghe,through Crace,to believe, God ſees nothing 
new in him, though in reference to his aftual union with Chriſt, and the 
change of his nature, as well as ſtare thereupon, he does -yer it is not 
for either of theſe, rhat ſin is laid to his charge, in the forementioned ſenſe ;

There is therefore, beloved, a certain tranſafing of ſin upon Chriſt, ſo really, that in- 
deed the Believer though an attor of Tranſgreſſion, 1s as abſolutely and truly diſcharged of 
bis ſins as if he himſelf ha not commited them, As a Debtor, when a Surety hath taken 
the Debt on him, and the Debtur receives. an acquittance and diſcharge, he 1s as free of the 
debt now as if he had never run into that debt, ſo T ſay is it with a Believer Chri# being 
made a Surety of a better Teſtament : And thereby becoming really and truly the Debtor 
znſtead of Believers, he ſo bears all the Debt himſelf, that they are altogether releaſed, 
and diſcharged, and freed, as if they never had been in debt. Still, Tſay, this hinders not, 
but that there is an ating of ſin, and commiting of fin every day by the Believer, but ſtill, 
the vertue of Chriſt's Suretiſhip takes off the ſin, as ſoon as ever it is committed,nay,he hath 
a Proviſo a Stock in hanck to ſatisfy for it before the Commiſſion of it. .
